Naval offlcen think it remarkabi* that 
until this occurrence Admiral SIma' 
flghting units ahould all bav* **eaped 
damage In th* flght agalait th* V- 
boata. 

Kroni Amsterdftiii the other day came 
tha report that (ierinany was about to 
include .\inerionn waters In the sub- 
niiirlne zone. Thin meant nothluK lo 
.VmeriiHn navnl iiiitliorltles, for tliey 
hiid considered our wiiters so Included 
since we entere<l the war. The best 
Informed opinion U that American 
transports, with their 8p«ed and their 
convoys, will be quit* safe from the 
subniurines. 

The week's list of victim* of U-boats 
was small in number, but the loss of 
life waa greater than usual. This was 
due innlnly to the deatrui'tlon of the 
Krend; steamer Medle with the loss 
of 290 perlons, IncTudlng soldiers and 
prisoners of war. It Is an undl.-iputed 
fact that service on (iermiui siibnia- 
rlnes in be^'omlng more dangerous ev- 
ery day, and this probably is respon- 
Btble for the late*t reported mutiny 
the Oerman navy.
